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flag so proudly proclaims, 7203 
employes of the railroad are now in their 
country’s armed forces. And the total is 
growing day after day. 

This constitutes a severe drain upon 
the Company's manpower. Men have 
gone and are going into the service from 
all parts of our organization—from shops 
and roundhouses and stores and offices. 

But don’t worry, fellows. Those big 
steam hammers at Bayshore Shops in San 
Francisco, formerly manned by a couple 
of you, are doing all right. They're still 
pounding out their victory songs, That 
fire lighter’s job at Sparks is being taken 
care of, too. In the Brooklyn Yard at 
Portland, the rivet-heating furnaces are 
roaring as usual. And the giant turntable 
at Dunsmuir, though without its former 
operator, is still going ’round and ‘tound. 

True, manpower is short and growing 
shorter as more men join the fighting 
forces while SP’s traffic load, already the 
heaviest in the Company's history, con- 
tinues to increase. 

But the Victory Trains must roll in 


ever larger numbers; shop wheels must . 


turn faster and faster; more power, both 
human and mechanical, must be found 
somehow for the doing of Southern Pa- 
cific’s greatest job. And, in fact, a good 
start has been made in this direction, for 
a new source of emergency power has 
been tapped by the railroad. 

It's WOMANPOWER! 

Just as women have proved themselves 
in shipbuilding and aircraft manufacture, 
so they are proving themselves in many 
phases of railroading heretofore new to 
them, to their everlasting credit. 

We mentioned a pair of steam ham-

Well, today these 
mechanical monsters are being capably 
“manned” by a couple of erstwhile 
housewives who are out to show their 
husbands and the whole wide world that 
American women can do more than 
housework in wartime. 


Still a “Blacksmith’s Helper” 

At the 1800-pound hammer is tall, 
slender Mrs. Elizabeth Barnes, mother of 
a 16-year-old son. She tilts her jaunty 
cap, smiles and says: “Why shouldn't I 
make gond as a blacksmith helper—I've 
been a blacksmith’s helper for years!” 
Which is her way of pointing out that her 
husband, Amos A. Barnes, is a black- 
smith, also employed in Bayshore Shops. 

‘When Mrs. Barnes gave up housework 
as her main pursuit to become a hammer 
driver, September 22, she wrote the news 
to her mother and dad in Colorado. 
Mother expressed surprise and maybe 
some little doubt, but dad, himself a rail- 
roader for many years, didn’t bat an eye. 
“Is that so?” he replied. “Well, I'm bet- 
ting Elizabeth will make a darned good 
railroad man.”* 

And the boys down at Bayshore are bet- 
ting the same way. Their admiration is 
equally bestowed upon tiny Mrs, Edith 
Workman, who puts the 1200-pound

hammer through’its paces actoss the way. 
Here's another case of housewife and 
mother—she has three daughters, the 
oldest 14-—-determined to do a man's 
work and do it well. “It’s no harder than 
driving an automobile,” she declares, 
grasping the levers of the ponderous 
hammer which responds to her lightest 
touch. Mrs. Workman's husband, Floyd 
D. Workman, also is employed at Bay- 
shore, as a blacksmith-welder, But 
neither Barnes nor Workman is teamed 
with his wife. At Bayshore, they're just 
fellow workers and friendly rivals. 


We've Had Women Before 


Of course, women are not new in rail- 
roading. They've long had a part in mak- 
ing the Iron Horse the symbol of mass 
transportation in America, In the carly 
days they served commonly as station 
agents and telegraphers, and many stories 
are told of heroic deeds performed by 
these daughters of pioneers who kept 
vigil at lonely spots in the West. 

More recently, woman's place in the 
railroad world has been limited largely to 
the less spectacular but none the less im- 
portant roles of office workers. Thousands 
have been regularly employed in clerical 
capacities, as secretaries, stenographers, 
accounting machine operators. 

Now, with the chips down in the battle 
of Freedom against Slavery, woman- 
power is out to do a he-man’s job for 
the railroad, as elsewhere in industry. 

Some women, but relatively few, were 
employed by Southern Pacific in World 
War 1 to replace men in the shops and 
car yards, In that emergency, however, 
their services were confined almost ex- 
clusively to “housekeeping" chores, and 
from such beginnings a number of women 
have ever since been on the Company's 
roster as cat cleaners. 

This time it is different. Women are 
being widely sought for numerous occu- 
pations never before open to them ia

railroading. Mention has already been 
made of steam hammer drivers, rivet heat- 
ers, fice lighters and turntable operators. 
Other man-sized jobs now being handled 
by women on Pacific Lines include the 
operation of bolt cutting machines, drill 
presses, paint sprayers and lubricating 
appliances. They are also serving as trac- 
tor drivers, locomotive wipers, scrap 
sorters and cutters; yard and crew clerks, 
timekeepers, crew callers, roundhouse 
clerks, blacksmith helpers, stationary fire- 
men, journal box packers, sandhouse at- 
tendants, blue printers, store helpers, 
draftsmen and tool and equipment sup- 
ply checkers. Beyond this they are doing 
a wide variety of “housekeeping” for the 
railroad—cleaning shops and- round- 
houses, polishing locomotive cab win- 
dows and headlights, cleaning freight 
and passenger cars, tidying tailroad yards 
and steam cleaning the moving parts of 
locomotives preparatory to shop work. 
Odd jobs by the score, from filling loco- 
motive fuel tanks to watering passenger 
trains, complete the imposing list. 

Large scale hiring of women on Pa- 
cific Lines was started last August when. 
the man shortage became acute. Portland 
Division had been particularly hard hit 
by the loss of male help and was experi- 
encing extreme difficulty in finding re- 
placements, due to the proximity of the 
Company's shops to shipyards and other 
large war industries. Because of this can- 
dition, the shops and car repair depart- 
ment at Brooklyn Yard turned to women 
for badly needed help, and this expedient 
was quickly adopted at Eugene. This ex-

plains the leadership established by the 
Portland Division in the employment of 
women for men’s work. Its procedure 
has since been followed at many other 
places on Pacific Lines as the lack of 
manpower became critical. 

To date, the Company's Motive Power 
and Car Department has hired approxi- 
mately 1100 women, in addition to those 
previously at work in car cleaning ca- 
pacities and in office jobs. In a majority 
of cases these new employes have come 
from railroad families, an effort having 
been made to recruit first from such 
sources. But no limitation has been im- 
posed, and all applications are being im- 
partially considered, 


They Ask No Favors 

A visit in Brooklyn Yard and Eugene 
to observe the women railroaders at work 
leaves no doubt as to their capability or 
their determination to succeed at their 
appointed tasks. They are happy on the 
job and above all they want it understood 
they are not looking for favors. But with. 
out exception they say the men have been 
most helpful and understanding. As for 
the men, they say the women are “doing 
all right,” and they mean it. That's the 
way it’s working out all up and down the 
line. Everywhere there is a spirit of 
teamwork and cooperation that is getting 
things done in record time. 

At Brooklyn Yard, for instance, there 
is the team of Henry Kohl, blacksmith, 


and his helper, Lily Hill, Mrs. Hilt- 


learned her trade from her father when 
she was a girl in Finland, and though 
she is deadly serious at work, she thinks 


“it's fun.” Mother of a 27-year-old son, 
Mis. Hill says: “If I do, this kind of 
work, some man can do another job.""" 

Tending a pair of roaring rivet-heating 
furnaces in the Brooklyn car repair sheds 
are Mrs. Della Cramer and Mrs, Ethel 
Moore, Full-time housewives until quite 
recently, Mrs. Cramer and Mrs. Moore 
heat and toss the glowing rivets with 
amazing ease and accuracy. Does rivet- 
heating interfere with their housckeep- 
ing? “Not very much,” they say. 

Overseeing the activities of the women 
employes in and around the lacomotive 
shops at Brooklyn is Mrs. Augusta San- 
derson, whose title is “lead woman.” 
She radiates enthusiasm and earnestness; 
is here, there and everywhere on the job. 

So it goes from sandhouse attendant 
to fire lighter to engine pit cleaner, They 
like their work, and go at it with a will. 
Such willingness is best illustrated by re- 
sults obtained, and the comparatively 
simple chore of cleaning locomotive cab 
windows and headlights is a case in 
point. For some time prior to the em- 
ployment of women for this work, en- 
gineers had complained periodically 
about the smudginess of cab windows 
and headlight faces. “Haven't had a com- 
plaint since the women took hold,” smiles 
Fred A. Schilling, master mechanic of 
Portland Division. 

It's the same at Eugene, in the round- 
house, machine shop and car repair de- 
partment. William E, Jackson, . depart- 
mental car foreman, and Frank Register, 
car inspector foreman, speak for afl the 
men in praising the work of the women 
around the raifroad plant, 

It is unfair to single out employes for 
special mention, since alf are equally de- 
serving, but the so-called “mobile gang” 
at Eugene attracts attention because of its 
uniqueness, Here is a group of six girls

ing and stripping freight cars, shovelling 
cinders, and washing caboose windows, 
E. W. (Dad) Pruitt, classification in- 
spector, supervises their work and whisks 
them from job to job in the squad car. 
The girls call themselves the “goon 
gang,” and though this is misnomer No. 
1, they laughingly insist that cleaning out 
a freight car should and will be known 
from here on as “gooning”’ it. 

‘The nature of her work draws particu- 
lar attention to Miss Edna Keepers. A 
graduate of the University of Oregon, 
where she majored in science, Miss Keep- 
cis is now engaged in cleaning the moving 
parts of locomotives to fit them for shop 
repairs. She uses a chemical solution 
mixed with steam—a rather more for- 
midable cleansing agent than household 
soap and water. But the hissing steam 
aad foaming chemicals do not bother Miss 
Keepers. “I have done housework,” she 
explains, “and that’s what this is—only 
on a larger scale.” 


Husband Was on Wake 

Then there is Mrs. Olive McPherran of 
Eugene's mobile gang. She has a deep 
personal interest in Southern Pacific's 
ability to handle its war load. Her hus- 
band, a civilian employe on Wake Island, 
was taken prisoner by the Japanese and 
for months his fate was unknown. Just 
recently Mrs. McPherran learned that he 
was being held at Shanghai. 

Primarily a railroad town, Dunsmuir 
has many railroad wives and daughters 
among those who have volunteered to 
help SP over its wartime summit, As at 
Brooklyn, Eugene and elsewhere, they 
have tackled ail sorts of jobs, ranging

At Sacramento, for exam- 
ple, women are sorting and cutting scrap, 
pressing rod pin grease, making balls of 
wiping waste and filling requisitions for 
supplies on line. The only job they can’t 
handle, say Stores Department officials, 
is the one that calls for heavy lifting.

HEN the mountain wouldn't come 

to Mohammed, Mohammed, wisely 
enough, decided to go to the mountain— 
or so the report goes. Something of the 
same decision was made recently by Oak- 
land Freight Agent Howard Williams 
when he found himself short 100 men 
daily to handle the record volume of 


freight flowing through his station. | 


Howard didn’t wait for the men to come 
to him, he went out and got them. He 
got them first from the Oakland District 
Freight Office where DFA Ray Owens 
and 17 men of his staff shed their white 
collars, donned sweat-shits, and toiled 
for nine strenuous hours in the Oakland 
Freight Sheds on Sunday, Sept. 27. This 
crew was augmented by trafic men from 
the General Office, but main honors must 
go to the city of Davis which sent 41 of 
its citizens to help “keep ‘em rolling” for 
the national good. 

The Davis angle developed when an 
appeal for workers from local schools 
and colleges in Oakland produced little 
result outside of a suggestion that some 
of the students from the Agricultural 
Branch of University of California at 
Davis might be interested. Through Supt. 
Goodfellow, word was passed along to 
Agent Sam Brinley at Davis who soon 
found out that the U.C. students in that 
vicinity were spending all their spare 
time picking tomatoes, knocking walnuts, 
and such chores vital to the district. 

But Sam is not easily discouraged, so

before he sent the “nothing doing” word 
back tu Oakland he called up his mer- 
chant friend Floyd Bagley and asked how 
he and other of his Davis business friends 
would like to take a Sunday trip to Oak- 
land to help move war traffic. Said Bag- 
ley: “Sam, leave it to us, You say that it 
will help the railroad, and you don’t have 
to tell us that if it helps the raifroad, it 
helps the war effort.” 

So it was that the San Francisco and 
Oakland trate men were joined by 41 
business men from Davis to make the 
freight fly on Sept. 27, That it flew fast 
and efficiently is shown by the fact that 
as much freight moved that day as nor- 
tally moves when a full platform crew 
is on hand. That it also flew safely is* 
pointed out by Safety Supervisor A. A. 
Lowe; the only injury—and that a minor 
one—tesulted from Asst. Agent J. G. 
Williams dropping a pipe on his foot. 

Throughout the entire day,-the plat- 
form and cars bustled with activity as the 
men worked with a will, sparked by the 
knowledge that their every move aided a 
vital war industry. The men voted it a 
fine outing; and the railroad voted it an 
outstanding patriotic gesture. 

Would the “stevedores” of Davis be 
back for more? Listen to their leader, 
Floyd Bagley: “Are we coming back? 
Well, as long as our soldiers are fighting 
this war, and as long as we can help their 
efforts by working this way, we'll be on 
hand.” And on two other Sundays they 
answered Agent Williams’ SOS from 5th 
& Kirkham station.

‘Head Man's Train 


SP Had Major Job 
Handling President 
Roosevelt's Special 


HE AFTERNOON of September 23, 

a special train carrying President 
Roosevelt and party reached Southern 
Pacific Lines at Portland. For the next 
five days the nation’s chief executive 
lived almost exclusively on SP rails 
rounding out one of the most dramatic 
journeys in railroad history. 

The President traveled over the Cas- 
cade Route to Oakland, making a brief 
stop at Mare Island. After inspecting 
the Navy Supply Depot and the Army 
Port of Embarkation in Oakland, he 
proceeded down the Coast Line into the 
Los Angeles arca, where he visited war 
industries. From there he went to San 
Diego, returning to SP Lines via SD&AE 
and Inter-Cal. Ry. thence to EI Paso 
and via T&NO beyond. 

The manner in which the railroad 
handled the details of this wartime in- 
spection tour by the commander-in- 
chief of the armed forces is reflected 
in a letter written by his secretary, 
Stephen Early. Mr. Early said in part: 
“J want to say to you and... to the 
officials and employes of the railroad 
lines over which the President passed 
while he was making his tour of in- 
spection, that never in the life of this 
record-breaking traveler has he moved 
from coast to coast, from border to 
border, with as much case and com- 
fort, rest or enjoyment. 1 know this 
to be a fact . , . because he himself 
voiced this opinion in much the same 
words when he left the train... making 
the last stop of an 8,396 mile almost 
continuous railroad trip.” 


Greatest Secrecy 

Great secrecy surrounded every move- 
ment of the special train, but naturally 
many operating and traffic railroad men, 
moving the train over the lines, were 
on the inside of the story. That so com- 
paratively few people throughout the 
nation knew of this epic journey until 
it was completed is a striking demon- 
stration of railroaders’ ability to SERVE 
IN SILENCE. 

During the entire time the President's 
special was on Pacific Lines and sub- 
sidiaries, General Manager C. F. Donna- 
tin and Asst. Vice President Claude E. 
Peterson were at hand to see that de- 
tails of transportation were carried out 
to the letter. Chief Special Agent Dan 
O’Conneli also rode the train on SP 
lines, as. did all superintendents during 
the time it passed over their respective 
divisions; Thousands of SP'ers had a 


hand. in the ‘detailed preparation that 


preceded the President's trip and in the 


actual’ movement of the train, yet com-

paratively few knew the identity of the 
“No. 1 Man.” 

While SP had special agents on the 
train at all times during the movement 
over our lines, Frank Wilson, chief of 
U.S. Treasury Secret Service, had com- 
plete charge of the party's safe con- 
duct. He had full cooperation of the 
Army at all points. 


Every Precaution 

Some inkling of the minute precau- 
tions taken can be gained from excerpts 
from the instructions to division super- 
intendents: “Division engineers will pro- 
ceed over the track the day prior to 
the train’ movement and locate them- 
selves so as to be in touch with dis- 
patchers and their own forces, ® Section 
foremen on the day or days immediately 
prior to the train movement must cover 
every foot of their section and assure 
themselves of the track being in the very 
best possible condition.¢ No switching 
shall be done on yard or running tracks 
adjacent to the main track to be used 
by the Special for 20 minutes prior to 
passage of the Pilot Train or the Spe- 
cial.@ All facing-point main track 
switches leading to spurs, or to seldom- 
used tracks, shall be spiked not less 
than one hour before due time of the 
special.” 

Final word on the movement over 
SP lines was expressed by General Man- 
ager Donnatin in a letter to the superin- 
tendents when he wrote: “The handling 
of this important train was a grave re- 
sponsibility, particularly during these 
times. Mr. L, B. McDonald joins me-in 
expressing to you, your staffs, and em- 
ployes appreciation for a service and a 
duty well performed.” 


President's Specials are not a new, 
although an ever thrilling, experience for 
Chief Special Agent Dan O'Connell. The 
recent trip with President Roosevelt 
makes the eleventh time he has accom- 


“panied a presidential special train over 


SP lines: twice before with Franklin 
Roosevelt; twice with both Teddy Roose- 
velt and Hoover; once each- with Taft, 
Wilson, Harding and Coolidge.

Army-Rail Teamwork Moves Traffic 


“YJ OU'RE in the war, railroader. Alf of you 

everywhere are vital parts in your nation’s 
growing war machine; and of no one is this 
more true than of the SP railroader, On these 
pages the Bulletin presents another in a 
series of articles showing the direct link be- 
tween the everyday job of SP workers and the 
job of war transportation. This month we go 
to the Los Angeles Port of Embarkation, the 
Los Angeles Port Agency, and the Pomona 
Ordnance Motor Base. 

The Los Angeles Port of Embarkation was 
established by Col. Wm. A. Aird. When 
operation started he had the assistance of 
only one employe, his civilian secretary, in 
laying the groundwork for the rapid growth 
of this Port. Naturally, little can be said dur- 
ing these war times regarding the volume of 
ships and cargo handled through this Port, 
but the importance of the Pacific Area in the 
present global war is too well known to make 
a military secret of the fact that today Los 
Angeles is surpassed in military value by few 
ports in the entire world. 

At the end of July this Port had grown to 
include a great many officers, civilians and 
enlisted men; the Transportation Division 
employing the larger part of these people. 
Within six months it is expected to treble or 
even quadruple in number of employes. 

Colonel Aird is a veteran of four wars. He 
saw action in the Boer War, the Philippines 
(in the Battle of Bud Dajo on the Island of 
Jolo), and served on the Mexican border dur- 
ing the Madero Revolution in which Diaz was 
overthrown, as well as in World War I, and 


the Army of Occupation in Germany, Fol- 
lowing the war he commanded the 38ist 
Infantry for eighteen years. 

In command of the Los Angeles Port 
Agency is Maj. I, N. Randall, whose head- 
quarters are in the Pacific Electric Building, 
Los Angeles. His duties are strictly coordi- 
nated to pott activities, working in close 
cooperation and collaboration with Colonel 
Aird, Port Commander, Los Angeles Port 
of Embarkation. Principal function of the 
Port Agency is to control movement of War 
Department traffic to the port in order to 
prevent congestion. Through Traffic Con- 
trol Section Office Chief of Transportation, 
Port Agency, issues ODT permits to cover 
movements of War Department and Lend- 
Lease freight for export through ports. Issu- 
ance of these permits is based on allocations 
of space by Wat Shipping administration, 
together with a knowledge of the amount of 
catgo on hand and in transit as developed 
daily by the Port Agency. 

Commanding officer of Pomona Ordnance 
Motor Base is Col, Geo, D, Barnes, A train- 
ing school in motor vehicle repair work is 
maintained at this base under the supervision 
of Colonel Barnes and his staff. The value of 
Southern Pacific-Pacific Electric coordinated 
freight service is well demonstrated here, ar- 
rangements having been made by the Army 
to designate PE as the delivering cacricr in or- 
der to take advantage of service available via 
Pacific Electric, which, because of location, 
could not readily be rendered by Southern 
Pacific. An added advantage of Pacific Elec- 
tric service is that Southern Pacific main lines

ODT's Limits on Passenger Service 


RDER No. 24, issued by the Office of De- 

fense transportation in Washington, Oct. 1, 
prohibits the nation’s railroads from (1) es- 
tablishing any new passenger trains; (2) run- 
ning any special trains for passenger bus: 
ness; (3) running extra sections of special 
trains unless such sections have been run at 
least 20 per cent of the time during the last 
90 days; and (4) use of special cars for 
special parties on regular trains. The order 
caused very little change in SP’s policy, in- 
asmuch as the company had been following 
the spirit of the order in giving first con- 
sideration to the nation’s wartime needs.

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Nine Months’ Operating Results 


Po the nine months ended September 
30, 1942, Railway Operating Reve- 
nues of Southern Pacific Transportation 
System amounted to $329,077,408, or 
$114,385,436 more than revenues for the 
same 1941 period; a 53% increase, 

During the samé period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $195,947,803, or 
$52,892,625 more than the expenses for 
the same period of last year; a 37% 
increase, 

Federal taxes, including $34,889,840 
for Federal income taxes, amounted to 
$45,106,481, and other railway tax ac- 
cruals to $9,018,142; a total of $54,124,- 


+ 623, or $38,220,287 more than such 


acctuals for the first nine months of last 
year. After deducting taxes and $14,- 
279,273 of net rentals for use of equip- 
ment and joint facilities, there was feft 
Net Railway Operating Income of $64,- 
725,709, or $19,925,510 more than the 
net railway operating income for the 
same period of 1941. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous income, 
must be paid the interest on bonds and 
equipment trust notes in the hands of 
the public, and other fixed charges. For 
the eight months ending August 31, 
1942, the final result was a Net Income 
of $39,165,432, which compares with a 
net income of $23,692,774 for the same 
period of 1941.

On Your Guard, Railroaders! 


ny THE season is approaching when 
common colds will become more 
prevalent, Dr. Walker, Chief Surgeon 
and Manager of our Hospital Depart- 
ment, makes the following suggestions, 
which, if observed, will materially les- 
sea suffering and loss of time from this 
common ailment.
